“I think 
that would be a powerful signal 
to send to the American people,” 
Gibbs said on CNN’s “State of the

Moon Mission on Chopping Block 


Budget cuts to NASA 
would effectively end 
new space program 

Washington 

NASA’s grand plan to return to the 
moon, built on President George 
W. Bush’s vision of an ambitious 
new chapter in space exploration, 
is about to vanish with hardly a 
whimper. 

With the release Monday of 
President Obama’s budget request, 
NASA will finally get the new 
administration’s marching orders, 
and there won’t be anything in 
there about flying to the moon. 

The budget numbers will show 
that the administration effectively 
plans to kill the Constellation pro- 
gram that called for a return to the 
moon by 2020. The budget is also 
a death knell for the Ares 1 rock- 
et, NASA’s planned successor to 
the space shuttle. The agency has 
spent billions developing the rock- 
et, which is still years from its first 
scheduled crew flight. 

It remains to be seen whether 
Congress will accede to Obama’s 


change in direction. Industry insiders 
expect a brutal fight in Congress. 

Obama’s budget, according to a 
background briefing by an admin- 
istration official, will call for spend- 
ing $6 billion over five years to 
develop a commercial spacecraft 
that could taxi astronauts into low 
Earth orbit. 

Going commercial with a 
human crew would represent a dra- 
matic change in the way NASA does 
business. Instead of NASA owning 
the spacecraft and overseeing its 
design and construction, a private 
company would design and build 
the spacecraft with NASA looking 
over its shoulder. 

Former NASA administrator 
Michael Griffin, who championed 
the Constellation program, views 
the Obama budget as disastrous 
for human space flight. 

“It means that, essentially, the 
U.S. has decided that they’re not 
going to be a significant player in 
human space flight for the foresee- 
able future. The path that the 5 A’re on 
with this budget is a path that can’t 
work,” Griffin said, anticipating the 
Monday announcement, joel achen-

White House quietly 
upgrading systems 
of Persian Gulf allies 

Washington 

The United States has begun beef- 
ing up its approach to defending its 
Persian Gulf allies against poten- 
tial Iranian missile strikes, offi- 
cials said. The defenses are being 
stepped up in advance of possible 
increased sanctions against Iran. 

The Obama administration has 
quietly increased the capability of 
land-based Patriot defensive mis- 
siles in several Gulf Arab nations, 
and one military official said the 
Navy is increasing the presence of 
ships capable of knocking out hos- 
tile missiles in flight. 

The moves are part of a broad- 
er adjustment in the U.S. approach 
to missile defense and have been 
in the works for months. Details of 
the actions have not been publicly 
announced, in part because of dip- 
lomatic sensitivities in Gulf coun- 
tries, which worry about Iranian 
military capabilities but are cau- 


tious about acknowledging U.S. 
protection. 

The White House will send a 
review of ballistic missile strat- 
egy to Congress on Monday that 
frames the larger shifts. 

One military official said the 
adjustments in the Gulf should be 
seen as prudent defensive measures 
designed to deter Iran from taking 
aggressive action in the region, 
more than as a signal that Wash- 


ington expects Iran to retaliate for 
any additional sanctions. 

Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton consulted with numer- 
ous allies during a visit to London 
this week. She told reporters that 
the evident failure of U.S. offers to 
engage Iran in negotiations over 
its nuclear program means the 
U.S. will now press for additional 
sanctions against the Iranian gov- 
ernment. ROBERT BURNS (AP)

Washington 

Fresh off an election victory in Mas- 
sachusetts, Republican Sen.-elect 
Scott BroAvn advocated a big tent 
outlook for the GOP ’when asked

own decisions on marriage rights. 
He said while he is pro-choice, he 
is against partial-birth abortions 
and federal funding of abortions, 
and believes in strong parental 
consent notification laws. 

“I feel this issue is best handled 
between a woman and her doctor 
and her family,” he said. 

On the repeal of the “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” policy that excludes open 
homosexuals from serving in the 
military. Brown said he would have 
to “wait to speak to the generals on 
the ground” before voicing support.

U.S. ‘Rescue’ Hits Nerve in Haiti 



Baptist church group 
detained on suspicion 
of trafficking 33 kids 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

Ten U.S. Baptists detained trying 
to take 33 children out of earth- 
quake-shattered Haiti without gov- 
ernment permission say they were 
just trying to do the right thing, 
applying Christian principles to 
save Haitian children. 

But their “Orphan Rescue Mis- 
sion” is striking nerves in a country 
that has long suffered from child 
trafficking and foreign interven- 
tions, and where much of the aid 
is delivered in ways that challenge 
Haiti’s own religious traditions. 

Prime Minister Max Bellerive 
on Sunday told The Associated 
Press that the group was arrest- 
ed and is under judicial investi- 


gation “because it is illegal traf- 
ficking of children.” 

The Americans are the first 
people to be arrested since the 
Jan. 12 quake on such suspicions. 
No charges have been filed. 

The government and estab- 


lished child welfare agencies are 
trying to slow Haitian adoptions 
amid fears that parentless or lost 
children are more vulnerable than 
ever to being seized and sold. With- 
out proper documents and con- 
certed efforts to track down their 


parents, they could be forever sep- 
arated from family members able 
and willing to care for them. 

The orphanage where the chil- 
dren were later taken said some of 
the kids have living parents, who 
were apparently told the children 
were going on a holiday from the 
post-quake misery. 

The church group’s own mission 
statement said it planned to spend 
only hours in the capital, identifying 
children without immediate families 
and busing them to a rented hotel 
in the Dominican Republic without 
bothering to get permission from 
the Haitian government. 

The church members, most from 
Idaho, said they were only trying to 
rescue abandoned children. 

“In this chaos the government 
is in right now, we were just trying 
to do the right thing,” the group’s 
spokeswoman, Laura Silsby, told the

Russian Police Detain More Than 100 Anti-Kremlin Protesters 


Moscow 

Russian police broke up anti-Krem- 
lin protests in Moscow and St. 
Petersburg on Sunday, and detained 
more than 100 people, including 
several opposition leaders. 

In Moscow, several hundred 
demonstrators gathered in a cen- 


tral square, defying a ban imposed 
by authorities. The protesters said 
banning their rally violated the 
Russian constitution’s guarantee 
of the right to gather. 

They denounced the policies of 
President Dmitry Medvedev and 
his predecessor and mentor Prime 
Minister Vladimir Putin.

Protesters shouted “Shame!” and 
“Down with Putin!” as police in riot 
gear pushed them into buses. 

Police quickly dispersed a sim- 
ilar rally in St. Petersburg, detain- 
ing most of several dozen protest- 
ers.

Rumors Fly in Pakistan

Hakimullah Mehsud, 28, has a reputation as 
a particularly ruthless militant.

Government probes 
whether key Taliban 
leader died after strike 

Islamabad 

The Pakistani government was 
investigating reports Sunday that 
Pakistani Taliban leader Hakimul- 
lah Mehsud died from injuries 
sustained in a U.S. drone mis- 
sile strike launched in mid-Janu- 
ary after he helped orchestrate a 
deadly bombing against the CIA 
in Afghanistan. 

Mehsud’s predecessor was killed 
in a missile strike less than six 
months ago, and inflicting another 
blow to the militant group’s leader- 
ship would be an important success 
for both Pakistan and the U.S. 

The U.S. unleashed more than 
a dozen drone strikes in the month 
following the Dec. 30 suicide bomb- 
ing against the CIA in Afghani- 
stan, and Mehsud’s death would 
be further proof of the ability of 
the unmanned aircraft to target 
militants holed up in Pakistan’s 
lawless tribal areas. 


Pakistani government officials 
said they were investigating wheth- 
er Mehsud was mortally wounded 
in one of those strikes after state 
television reported that he died in 
Orakzai, an area in Pakistan’s trib- 
al region where he was supposedly 
being treated for his injuries. 

“We have these reports coming 
to us,” army spokesman Gen. Athar 
Abbas said. “We are investigating 
whether it is true or wrong.” 

Interior Minister Rehman Malik 
said the state TV report relied on 
“local sources” in Orakzai that the 
government could not confirm. 


Pakistani intelligence officials 
had said that Mehsud was target- 
ed in a U.S. drone strike against 
a meeting of militant command- 
ers in South Waziristan on Jan. 14, 
triggering rumors that he had been 
injured or killed. 

Mehsud issued an audiotape 
after the strike directly denying 
the rumors, and his voice sounded 
strong. But Pakistani intelligence 
officials told The AP on Sunday 
that they had confirmation that 
the Taliban chiefs legs and abdo- 
men were wounded in the strike.

Toyota is the latest Japanese cor- 
porate icon making headlines for 
all the wrong reasons. 

News of the automaker’s mas- 
sive vehicle recalls over faulty gas 
pedals in the U.S. came just days 
after Japan Airlines, a once-proud 
flag carrier, filed for bankruptcy, 
saddled with billions in debt.

Not Making the Grade 

A new Post poll finds a growing dissatisfaction with Fenty’s and Rhee’s efforts 


Washington 

D.C. Schools Chancellor Michelle 
A. Rhee’s job approval rating has 
dropped precipitously alongside 
Mayor Adrian M. Fenty’s over the 
last two years, despite sentiment 
among District residents that con- 
ditions in the city’s long-troubled 
public education system are start- 
ing to improve, according to a new 
Washington Post poll. 

Rhee’s performance was viewed 
favorably by 59 percent of residents 
in January 2008, with 29 percent 
disapproving. Now, there is a near 
even split: 43 percent approve of 
what she’s doing, 44 percent dis- 
satisfied. Those with children in 
D.C. public schools have nearly 
reversed their opinion of Rhee. 
Two years ago, 54 percent of those 
parents approved of Rhee. Now 54 
percent disapprove. 

Support for Rhee has eroded 
most dramatically among Afri- 
can American residents, the sur- 
vey found. Two years ago, 50 per- 
cent of blacks backed Rhee while 
38 percent disapproved. The new 
poll shows just 28 percent approv- 
al, with 62 percent dissatisfied. 

The poll results underscore 
how closely Fenty is linked with 
Rhee in the public’s perception 
— and how much of his political 
future may be staked on the chan- 
cellor’s success in turning around 
the school system. 

Fenty’s approval rating has 
dropped 30 points to 42 percent 
since 2008. During the same peri- 
od, the proportion of residents 
who say he has done a “good” 
or “excellent” job in improving 
schools has declined from 52 to 
42 percent. 

The numbers also reflect the 
turbulence of Rhee’s tenure since 
taking over in 2007. Charged by 
the mayor with transforming a 
school system regarded as among

In the three-plus years since he swept into office, 
Fenty’s public perception has taken several direct 
hits. Washington Post poll respondents cited a va- 
riety of concerns about the mayor, including his re- 
fusal to give previously allotted Nationals tickets to 
D.C. Council members, a secretive trip to Dubai, and 
his failure to attend memorial services for victims of 
Metro’s deadly crash in June.

the nation’s worst, Rhee has moved 
at an urgent pace: closing under- 
enrolled schools, firing princi- 
pals and teachers deemed ineffec- 
tive and funneling more money to 
schools by shrinking a bloated cen- 
tral office bureaucracy. 

Supporters say the results 
are plainly visible. Building on 
improvements in academic stan- 
dards and curriculum put in place 
by her predecessor, former super- 
intendent Clifford Janey, she has 
continued an upward trend in 
standardized test scores. Annual 
declines in enrollment appear to 
have leveled off 

But the aggressive program, 
and some public comments that 
have rankled key constituencies, 
has placed Rhee deeply at odds 
with some parents, and school 
community leaders say her zeal to 
move quickly has left them with- 
out a real voice.

Change Is Coming to Retirement 



Obama aims to help 
Americans save more 
with new proposals 

Personal Finance 

President Obama is launching an 
effort to help Americans save more 
for retirement, hoping a govern- 
ment nudge or two can get them 
to do what many are unable to do 
on their own. 

The package includes programs 
to guarantee all workers access to a 
retirement plan through their jobs; 
expand the tax credits that reward 
saving for retirement; and tighten 
401(k) regulations to make them 
safer and more efficient. 

Most of the proposals have 
broad support at a time when 
retirement security is increasing- 
ly in jeopardy. 

Taken together, the administra- 
tion thinks the retirement securi- 
ty measures would dramatically 
increase Americans’ retirement 
savings. 

Here’s a look at the main initia- 
tives the president is proposing. 


Automatic IR As 

Employers that do not offer a retire- 
ment plan would be required to 
offer workers the option of hav- 
ing money automatically deducted 
from their paycheck and deposit- 
ed into an IRA. Workers’ contri- 
butions would be steered into a 
basic investment option, and they 
could opt out if they wish. Employ- 


ers would receive a tax credit for 
offering the IRAs. 

Saver’s Credit 

The retirement savings tax cred- 
it, also known as the saver’s credit, 
is currently a way to reward low- 
er-wage earners who sock away 
retirement money. It is staggered 
so that the lower your income, the 


bigger your credit, but phases out at 
$53,000 for married joint filers. 

The administration wants it to 
target middle-income earners, too. 
It proposes to match 50 percent of 
the first $1,000 of contributions by 
families earning up to $65,000 and 
provide a partial credit to families 
earning up to $85,000. 

Lifetime Income 

Another proposal would promote 
the greater use of annuities and 
other forms of guaranteed life- 
time income. The public reception 
is likely to be mixed at best, how- 
ever, given the widespread suspi- 
cion about annuities — investment 
products that guarantee an income 
stream but sometimes come with 
high fees. 

401(k) Regulations 

The administration wants to 
improve the transparency of 
401(k) fees to help workers make 
better choices and guard against 
their returns’ being eaten away by 
fees and expenses. That propos- 
al isn’t likely to be controversial.

Co-working centers 
offer space for thrifty 
small businesses 

Washington 

At a time when small businesses 
are going under in record numbers, 
Joey Coleman’s District-based mar- 
keting and branding firm, Design 
Symphony, is booming. 

Coleman attributes his growth 
in part to his location in a crammed 
but bustling communal office cen- 
ter called Affinity Lab, where he 
rents a 6-by-4-foot space on the 
second floor of a former auto parts 
shop in Adams Morgan consisting 
of a desk and file cabinet for him- 
self and his one employee. 

At Affinity, he said, he has kept 
costs low and established a sym- 
biotic relationship with the two 
dozen businesses with which he 
shares space — offering advice to 
one another and teaming up on 
projects that he couldn’t do on his 


own. “It has the feel of a comfort- 
able family room or a coffeehouse,” 
Coleman said. 

Demand for the space has 
grown throughout the recession 
from start-up micro-businesses 
with 10 workers or fewer. Orga- 
nizers of Affinity Lab are expand- 


ing this week by opening a second 
location, in the U Street corridor 
in Northwest, that at 4,000 square 
feet is nearly twice the size of the 
original space. 

Affinity Lab was started in 2001 
to accommodate small businesses 
that had outgrown their owners’ 


homes but had not grown enough 
to be able to afford a typical office 
lease. In establishing Affinity Lab, 
which charges businesses rent 
ranging from $235 to $995 a month 
depending on the level of servic- 
es they want, organizers launched 
what has become an early exam- 
ple of an international movement 
known as co-working. 

About 200 co-working centers 
operate in the United States, up 
from about 20 five years ago, said 
Steve King, a partner at Emer- 
gent Research, a firm in Lafayette, 
Calif., that studies the small-busi- 
ness sector. Last year, as the econo- 
my spiraled further into the reces- 
sion, the CO -working movement 
experienced its biggest boost, with 
the number of sites rising about 
60 percent, he said. 

“Even when the economy 
recovers, jobs won’t come back to 
where they were,” King said. “The 
underlying trends [with co-work- 
ing] will be there in the recovery.”

Va. AG’s Private Practice Causes a Buzz 


Fairfax, Va. 

In just his second week in office, Vir- 
ginia’s newly sworn-in attorney gen- 
eral, Ken Cuccinelli, returned to his 
private practice in Fairfax County 
for a day and tried a case in juvenile 
and domestic relations court. 

The attorney general’s appear- 
ance on the third floor of the court- 
house sparked quite a buzz among 
the Fairfax bar but did not vio- 
late any state laws or rules. Still, 
as the head of the official law firm 
for the Commonwealth of Virgin- 
ia, overseeing about 200 full-time 
lawyers and 140 support staff, it 
struck many as odd that Cuccinel- 
li, a Republican, would still be try- 


ing a private case. 

“The practice has been that the 
attorney general is just the attor- 
ney general,” said former Fairfax 
commonwealth’s attorney Robert 
F. Horan Jr., who spent 40 years as 
a government lawyer and knows a 
few things about Virginia law. “But 
I’m not aware of any law that bars 
the attorney general from private 
practice.” 

A spokeswoman for the Nation- 
al Association of Attorneys Gener- 
al said a guidebook published by 
the association states that “private 
practice by the attorney general is 
prohibited in 49 states,” by law in 
most and by custom in others. Only 
Montana allows its attorney general

to maintain a law practice, spokes- 
woman Marjorie Tharp said. 

Cuccinelli referred an inquiry 
to his chief deputy. Chuck James, 
who said the former general prac- 
titioner from Centreville was “clos- 
ing out his private practice” with 
“a matter that had been previous- 
ly scheduled.” 

James said the issue was thor- 
oughly researched before Cuccinel- 
li’s appearance in front of Fairfax 
Juvenile and Domestic Relations 
Court on Tuesday. “I believe the 
rule is,” James said, “an attorney in 
state employment can appear and 
represent a client in private prac- 
tice but cannot accept moneys.”

Roger Federer experienced quite a 
range of emotions these past two 
Australian Opens. 

Ayear ago, he sobbed on the court 
after losing a thrilling final in five 
sets. Federer was all smiles Sunday 
after rather easily beating Andy Mur- 
ray 6-3, 6-4, 7-6 (11) for his fourth 
championship in Melbourne and 
I6th Grand Slam title overall.

“All of a sudden, it was over, and 
it hit me,” Federer said. “It was very 
much a roller-coaster.” 

While Murray missed a chance 
to end a drought for British men 
at Grand Slam tournaments that 
stretches all the way to 1936, Feder- 
er became the first dad to win a 
major singles title since 2003. He 
also now can aim at a true, cal- 
endar-year Grand Slam, some- 
thing no man has accomplished 
since 1969. 

“I’m over the moon winning this 
again,” the 28-year-old Swiss star 
said. “I played some of my best ten- 
nis in my life these last two weeks. 
It’s also very special — the first 
Grand Slam as a father.” 

Federer had only recently dis- 
covered he was to become the father

of twins when he lost the Austra- 
lian Open final in five wrenching 
sets against rival Rafael Nadal last 
year, then broke down during the 
presentation. 

This time, Federer was in control 
of the action pretty much through- 
out against Murray, and afterward, 
it was the 22-year-old from Scotiand 
whose voice was breaking and who 
was choking back tears. 

“I can cry like Roger,” Murray 
said. “It’s just a shame I can’t play 
like him.” 

Compounding the emotions for 
Federer in Australia a year ago: He 
missed a chance to tie Pete Sam- 
pras’ then-record of 14 Grand Slam 
singles titles. But Federer didn’t 
have to wait long. He matched 
that mark a few months later at the 
French Open, where he also com- 
pleted a career Grand Slam by win- 
ning a major on clay to go with his 
grass and hard-court titles. 

Then he regained his Wimble- 
don crown for major No. 15. In his 
first major after his twin daugh- 
ters were born, he was upset in 
the U.S. Open final by Juan Mar- 
tin del Potro. 

Now the girls are 6 months old, 
and Federer has settled into liv- 
ing and traveling with the fami- 
ly. He’ll head to the French Open 
in May as the defending champi- 
on for the first time. 

In Melbourne, where he also 
won titles in 2004 and 2006-07, 
Federer said he’d returned to his 
highest level. 

Federer credited the likes of 
Murray and Nadal for helping him 
lift his game. “I feel, like, obvious- 
ly, I’m being pushed a great deal 
by the new generation coming up. 
They’ve made me a better player, 
because I think this has been one 
of my finest performances in a long 
time, or maybe forever.” (ap)

Crumbling Rock 


The prolific Lil Wayne 
loses his clever edge 
attempting to switch 
gears on ‘Rebirth’ 


CD Review 

Lil Wayne is a big enough artist 
that he can basically do whatever 
he wants. But with his latest album, 
“Rebirth” (out Tuesday), that does- 
n’t mean he can get away with it. 

On the oft-delayed “Rebirth,” 
Lil Wayne tries his best to branch 


out of rap and do the whole rock ’n’ 
roll thing. And though he worked 
with Fall Out Boy, flirts with ska 
and skate punk, and even does the 
whole tortured genius thing with 
some of his lyrics, Weezy is a bet- 
ter rapper than he is a rocker — 
and almost all of the album’s 15 
tracks prove that. 

Though “Rebirth” leaked 
last month, Lil Wayne suppos- 
edly switched things up for this 
final version, which conveniently 
drops right before he’s supposed 
to start his prison sentence on

Feb. 9. Weezy will serve between 
eight months and a year in prison 
for felony gun charges, but with 
two singles already released from 
“Rebirth” — “Prom Queen” and 
“On Fire” — the rapper has set a 
precedent for what fans can expect 
while he’s gone. 

Unfortunately, that precedent 


isn’t remotely hot. 

The album starts off with the 
angsty, angry “American Star,” a 
good example of Weezy’s idea of 
rock: Against instrumentation dot- 
ted with wailing guitars, thump- 
ing bass and tons of aggro-heavy 
machismo, Lil Wayne growls about 
how he’s a “dope boy with a guitar”

who’s gone from “piss poor” to liv- 
ing “in six-story houses.” 

But while the song has every- 
thing needed to be a rock track, it 
lacks the whip-smart cleverness 
that defined Lil Wayne as one of the 
best lyricists in the game. Not one 
line in the song sticks out, and his 
verses battle with the instrumenta- 
tion at times. Whereas songs such 
as “3 Peat” and “A Milli” from the 
fantastic “Tha Carter III” displayed 
frenzied beats that wholly support- 
ed witticisms like “You can’t get 
on my level/You will need a space 
shuttle, or a ladder that’s forever,” 
the tracks on “Rebirth” are mired 
in their own rock-ness. 

Nevertheless, some tracks show 
promise. “On Fire” is a slow-burn- 
ing, electro-sampling renegade of 
a track in which Weezy describes 
how he makes a girl so hot she 
needs “Firemen to her rescue, like 
9/11” (too soon?), while “Drop the 
World” uses lighter instrumen- 
tation to support the threat that 
he’ll “Hop up in my spaceship and 
leave Earth.” 

But all of those comparisons 
Weezy likes to make between him- 
self and a “rock ’n’ roll Jesus”? Not

Author Nicholas Sparks calls 
“Dear John,” based on his best- 
selling novel, an updated version 
of “Casablanca,” the 1942 classic 
starring Humphrey Bogart and 
Ingrid Bergman. 

“Dear John” is Sparks’ fifth 
book to be adapted into a Holly- 
wood movie, following 1999’s “Mes- 

Sparks sweet stories often 

involve love and 

loss, and are typically set in beau- 
tiful, romantic locations — making 
them ideal for the big screen. 

“Dear John” is no exception. 
It tells the story of a soft-spoken 
young soldier (Channing Tatum) 
who meets a beautiful and viva- 
cious college girl (Amanda Sey- 
fried) in South Carolina while 
on leave from his Special Forces 
unit. The two have a whirlwind 


two-week romance, but he has 
to return to his unit for another 
deployment overseas before he can 
go home for good. John and Savan- 
nah agree to correspond, and over 
the next year, they send heartfelt 
letters (yes, handwritten letters) 
to each other. 

Just as John is about to com- 
plete his tour of duty, war breaks 
out after the Sept. 11 terrorist 
attacks, and he patriotically re- 


ups for another two years, much 
to his girlfriend’s chagrin. As 
time passes. Savannah writes 
fewer and fewer letters. Even- 
tually, she sends the Dear John 
note every soldier dreads, inform- 
ing him she is marrying another 
man. John is heartbroken. Years 
pass before he learns the whole 
story, and when he does, he finds 
acceptance and commits a com- 
pletely selflessness act. 


Lasse Hallstrom, who direct- 
ed “What’s Eating Gilbert Grape,” 
“The Cider House Rules” and 
“Chocolat,” says the challenge for 
him was to make a dramatic and 
emotional movie without being 
schmaltzy. 

“If I have contributed here at all, 
I hope I have stayed on the right 
side of the line,” he says, “because 
I’m really drawn to strong senti- 
ments, but I personally hate senti- 
mentality. I worked hard to make 
it real.” 

Sparks has another adapta- 
tion of one of his books coming 
out soon: “The Last Song,” a sweet 
father-daughter drama starring 
Miley Cyrus and Greg Kinnear, is 
due out this summer. 

He has sold the movie rights to 
two other books — “True Believer” 
and “At First Sight” — and he has 
written a screenplay for his book 
“The Guardian,” though he has not 
yet offered it for sale. Married with 
five children, he lives in North Car- 
olina. He is writing a book set in 
“one of the most romantic places 
on Earth,” though he won’t divulge 
the setting until he finishes it. 

“I write love stories, which are 
distinct from romance novels,” 
the 44-year-old author says. “They
